THE SUBJECT OF POLYGAMY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—The first 
real debate of the session came up in the 
House today, over the Utah Delegate con- 
tested-election case, which was the order of 
the day. The discussion can hardly be con- 
sidered as of a paltisan character—although 
the Democratic sentiment was all one-sided, 
and the Democrats voted solidly together— 
from the fact that there was astrong division 
of opinion on the Republican side of the 
House, and toward the close the discussion 
took such shape as practically to make 


the House unanimous. The debate, 
which at the outset appeared to 
hinge upon the question as to 


whether the certificate of the Governor of the 
Territory should be accepted as prima facie 
evidence of the rightof the holder to the 


contested seat, finally resolved itself into the} and 


question of the 
RIGHT OF THE GOVERNOR 

of any State or Territory to decide as to the 
qualification of a member of the House, and 
the result of the discussion fully illustrates 
the jealousy with which the House is dis- 
posed to guard what it considers its preroga- 
tive of deciding onthe qualification of its 
own members. The disposition of the House 
today appeared to be to postpone discussion of 
the question of polygamy at this time, and it 
entered to a smaller degree into the discus- 
sion than might have been expected. The 
real point raised in the debate was whether 
the House had aright to go behind the cer- 
tificate of the Governor, and the declaratien 
it made as to the right of one of the contest- 
auts to the seat. The wording of the certifi- 
cate, that Campbell had received the larger 
number of votes cast for any person being a 
citizen, Was what was 

FATAL TO ITS PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 

The opponents of the reference of the mat- 
ter to the Elecuons Committee held that these 
words were simply a surplusage, and did not 
in any respect invalidate the declaration of 
the proper authority that Campbell was enti- 
tled to his seat. This was the view taken by 
Haskell, Brown, and others who supported 
the original resolution seating Campbell on 
the prima facie evidence of the certificate. 
Reed, of Maine, Burrows, of Michigan, His- 
cock and Cox, of New York, Converse, of 
Ohio, and Robeson, of New Jersey, however, 
held contrary opinio and believed that 
these words could no construed in any 
other way than as meaning thatGov. Murray 
had gone beyond his legal authority, and 
taken upon himself the power of deciding 
upon the qualifications of a member of 
the House, thus arrogating to himself what 
was the prerogative of that body. 
THE ARGUMENTS OF THESE LATTER PRE- 
VAILED, 
and Reed’s motion to refer the matter to the 
Elections Committee was carried by a vote 
of 189 to 24. Among the incidents of the de- 


An Accompanying Speech Mak- 


bate was a tilt between Hiscock and Cox, of 
New York. Cox, in his speech, had stated 
that the people of Utah had virtues of their 
own, instancing their industry and intelli- 
gence, Which placed them in advance in these 
respects of the people of several other States 
of the Union, and which were among the 
main supports of polygamy in an indirect 
manner. Hiscock, on getting the floor, 
charged that 

cox 

had, in his speech, insidiously defended 
polygamy, which brought the latter to his 
feet at once. Getting the floor by the 
courtesy of Robeson, who gave him half of 
his ten minutes, he had the House and gal- 
leries in breathless attention in a moment. 
He repudiated Hiscock’s insinuation. He 
had not spoken three minutes before his 
vehement eloquence had drawn out the ap- 
plause of the entire House, including even 
Hiscock, at which, apparently satisfied of the 
effect of his denial, he closed and retired to 
his seat, where he received the congratula- 
tions of his colleagues of both sides. 
ANOTHER INCIDENT 

was the attempt of McUord, of Iowa, to se- 
cure the introduction of a resolution taking 
away the right of Congressional suffrage 
from the people of Utah. He had been given 
the floorin part of the time of Reed, and 
sent up the resolution as a substitute for 
Reed's amendment. It was ruled out on a 
point of order, objection being made from 
all parts of the House, but he succeeded in 
making an anti-Mormon speech which was a 
strong argument against the permission by 
the United States Government of the prac- 
tice of polygamy in the Territories. 
HASKELL 

also endeavored to introduce a resolution 
prohibiting the sending to Congress by the 
people of Utah of Delegates who lived in the 
practice of polygamy, and this was, like Mc- 
Cord’s resolution, ruled out as not in order. 
Gov. Murray, of Utah, occupied a seat in the 
ladies’ gallery of the House, and was an at- 
tentive listener to the debate during the day.

which authorizes the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior to purchase ground on both the north 
and south sides of the Capitol for a site for 
the Congressional Library. Not only does it 
provose to get a site for one building on two 
sides of the Capitol, but it direets the pur- 
chase of ground enough to contain halt a 
dozen Congressional libraries. The ground 
described for purehase extends the full 
length of the Capitol grounds, not less than 
a quarter of a mile, and is one square 
in depth. The lots described on either 
side of the Capitol would afford an ample site 
for several buildings of the size contem- 
plated. Besides this, part of the ground is 
improved with valuable property, much of 
it consisting of costly houses recently built, ° 
The purchase proposed would take in Gen, 
Butler's residence, (lately occupied by the 
President), the Congressional Hotel, and a 
score or two of fine reside@ces. The bill 
provides that, if the owners of any part of 
the property named are unwilling to seil, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall appoint 

FIVE DISINTERESTED PERSONS 

to appraise the value of such property, and 
it shall be condemned and purehased at such 
appraisement. It also appropriates what- 
ever sum of money may be necessary for the 
purchase, besides making an appropriotion 
of $2,000,000 to commence work on eon 
structing a library building in accordance 
with the plan adopted by the Library Com- 
mittee of the last Congress. This bill 
was probably introduced by Senator Windom 
at the request of parties residing here 
who own some of the property it proposes to 
sell to the Government. It would make the 
library site cost a niillion of dollars. The 
bill for the erection of a Congressiona! Library 
passed by the Senate of the last Congress, 
proposed to condenin property and purchase 
a site east of the Capitol. That site contains 
improved property, and the cost of its pur 
chase was really the cause of the failure of 
the bill in the House,

PORTUGAL. 
ALFONSO IN LISBON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Lisson, Jan. 10.—The Herald’s special 

says: King Alfonfso and Queen Christina of 
Spain have arrived in the Portugeuse Cap- 
ital. The King and Queen were re- 
ceived at the frontier with military 
honors by a small Portugeuse  foree. 
Senor Fontese, whois Prime Minister and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, with the high 
functionaries of the paiace, welcomed the 
royal party, The royal train was composed 
of twenty cars, and included saloon 
and sleeping cars. It contained, be- 
sides the Portuguese Ministers, Senor 
Sagasta (the Premier) and the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs and Public 
Works of Spain. There were also the Lord 
Chamberlain, six Generals, ten Equerries, 
and officers, all in new uniforms and Prussian 
helmets, contrasting with the almost French 
uniforms of the Portuguese. 

QUEEN CHRISTINA 
and her ladies, the Marchioness of Santa 
Cruz, and the Marchioness of Messina de las 
Torres wore dark traveling dresses, Gains- 
boro hats and full trains. At every station 
since dawn in the Portuguese territory large 
crowds of peasants had assembled. They 
cheered heartily for the Spanish sovereigns. 
Day broke gloriously at Lisbon, as the sun, 
appeared from a canopy of purple clouds 
easting a splendid light on the broad stream 
alive with hundreds of craft of all sizes, the 
men-of-war and stately ocean steamers tow- 
ering over a fleet of barges, pinnaces, and 
sailing-vessels. River steamers were flying 
about, bringing over thousands of country 
folk. 


THE PREPARATIONS 
for the reception of the King and Queen of 
Spain were particularly fine. In the railway 
station the lofiy buildings were adorned with 
Austrian, Portuguese, and Spauish flags. 
Around escutcheons bearing the initials 
of both sovereigns and the arms 
of both countries there were 
wreaths of evergreens and flowers in 
profusion. A handsome carpet along the 
platform led to a beautifully-fitted waiting- 
room reserved for royalty. Distinguished 
guests were only admitted in uniform or full 
evening dress, The ladies were in 
lovely toilets, holding flowers. All the prin- 
cipal authorities of Lisbon, civil, military, 
and naval, formed a glittering crowd of uni- 
forms, while a dense swarm outside and in 
the station surged behind the soldiers in gala 
uniform. A crack corps with colors and 
band gave the military honors, striking up 
the Portuguese anthem, when 

DOM LUIS, THE KING, 
and the Princes, including Dom Fernando 
and Pedro, arrived in their uniforms. The 
heir to the throne was present. His name is 
often mentioned in connection with a ru- 
mored alliance with the youngest sister 
of King Alfonso, The sight of the sta- 
tion was imposing. The Queen of Portu- 
gal was ill, and was unable to 
go to the station. Before 11 o’clock the 
troops, with bands playing lively airs, and 
stepping in very good form, took up their 
position along the streets and the right bank 
of the Tagus from the station to the neigh- 
borhood of Belem Palace 8,000 strong, in- 
fantry in dark blue, rifles in dark green, and 
artillery, in all eighteen battalions. 

AS THE DISTANT GUNS BOOMED 

a royal salute and belis were ringing gayly, 
all pressed forward to see the train enter the 
terminus. The band struck up the royal 
anthem of Spain. When the King and 
Queen of Spain descended from the train Dom 
Luis embraced them, and presented rapidly 
the Ministers and chief authorities, amidst 
a scene of considerable enthusiasm and the 
cheers of the multitude, the ladies waving 
their handkerchiefs. The Lord Mayor 
made a short address of congratula- 
tion before their Majesties entered 
the state carriages, drawn by fine 
teams in handsomely-harpessed liveries. ‘The 
palace footmen, gorgeous equeries, and staff 
officers with drawn swords flanked the prin- 
cipal coaches, beside a strong escort of two 
tegiments of cavalry around the royal 
cortége, under the Infante Dom August. 

THE HOUSEHOLDS OF horn KINGS 
and the Ministers drove in the cortége, ad- 
vancing slowly by the streets of the new 
town rebuilt since the earthquakes. From 
windows and balconies a hearty welcome 
was given. The crowd was entire- 
ly orderly, The cortége debauched on 
the quays near the Hotel Central, 
facing the harbor, and the Taxus, covered 
with boats, gardens, roads, and housetops 
were one mass of human beings all the way 
to the Belem palace, and the heartiest greet- 
ings were accorded from the fine hotels and 
terraced gardens on the waterside. 

THE PALACE OF BELEM 
is beautifully situated on a terraced incline, 
with a view over the Tagus. The King and 
Queen of Portugal themselves prepared the 
apartments for their royal guests, 
decorating them tastefully with flow- 
ers and pictures, placing as an interior 
guard a picked body of halbediers 
in red and yellow musketeer unifories, with 
singular facings of red and white. Nobles 
of ancient tamilies, and Chamberlains were 
appointed to accompany King Alfonso and 
his Queen. After taking them to the Palace 
of Belem, King Luis retired to the palace 
situated on the hill above Belem, where 
A BANQUET OF ONE HUNDRED AND TWEN-

both Kings was held at 7 o’clock this evening 
in the great marble hall, the bands playing 
selections of music during the fete, whieh 
was followed by a reception.

A PROBABLE EXPLANATION OF THE RE- 
PORTED DISCOVERY, 
Special Dispatch t» Giabg-Demecrat. 

San Francisco, Jan. ¥%—J. J. Winant, an 
old ship Captain, who was in command of 
the American schooner R. B. Handy on her 
last Aretie eruise, gives a very probable ex- 
planation of the sensational story about the 
finding of the missing boat and the Jean- 
nette’s crew, telegraphed from St. Peters- 
burg yesterday. Winant says on May 16 
last, the schooner R. B. Handy entered St. 
Lawrence Bay in Siberia, and there met the 

zusslan corvet Strelock. We had on board 
an American whaling Captain, who had lost 
his vessel in the Arctic Ocean. The Rus- 
sian officers. were very anxious to 
get news of the Jeannette, and 
we told them we had no news of her, but 
we told them the story of the discovery of a 
wreck supposed to be that of the Mount 
Walaston or Vigilant. We tried to tell the 
story as we got it from Capt. Hooper, of the 
Corwin, but, owing to the fact that we could 
speak no Russian and they could understand 
little English, we found it diflicult to com- 
municate. A few days after we left the bay 
the Rodgers arrived, and the same story was 
probably told again. Then the news had to 
pass through a variety of hands before reach- 
ing the telegraph station in Siberia, and prob- 
ably got exaggerated. 

Strelock couldn't have accompanied the 
Rodgers on the 9h of August in search of 
the missing vessel, as she was then lying au- 
chored in St. Lawrence Bay. We tried to 
impress it upon the Russian officers that the 
wreck could not be that of the Jeannette, but 
probably failed on account of our ignorance 
of the Russian language.

ASSASINATED. 


A Case in Indiana in Which the Lover 
of the Dead Man's Wife Was Implii- 
eated—- He, However, Squares the Score 
by Killing Mimself—The Real Per- 
petrator of the Deed Now in Jalil. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SHELBYVILLE, Ind,, Jan. 10.—Last night while 
Jonn Walton, a farmer living near St. Paul, ten 
miles from here, was sitting near his window at 
his residence he was assassinated by some un- 
known person, the instrument used being & 
shotgun loaded with heavy shot. The family, 
aroused by the discharge of the weapon and the 
breaking of the window, ran into the room and 
found on the floor Mr. Walton, with his head 
literally blown to pieces. The entire ncighbor- 
hood was soon apprised of the shooting. Ina 
short time a large number of people were 
on the street. Dr. Howard, of St. Paul, was 
called to see Mr. Walton, but his skill was of 
little avail as a physician, but, as will be shown, 
he rendered effective service as a detective. For 

some years Mrs. Walton and a man named O. M. 

Garrett have been suspected of being criminally 

intimate, and such have been the circumstances 

that there is little or no doubt but what this is 


When arrested Garrett asked the Constab! 
be wanted his revolver, to which the . 
— „at be did not. When they arrived at 
ugit’s office Garrett learved that Frazer had 
been arrested and had made u confession. Think- 
ing that the evidence would probably pang him, 
and not caring to die on ws, 
Garrett no doubt formed a resolution to cheat 
tho bangman, for, after he had beea iv the office 
a few minutes, he asked permission to leave the 
room a short Uffe, and the request was granted, 
the officer who arrested him going along as a 
guard. The two crossed the strebt. went through 
u saloon into the back-yard, pastwg under a 
woodsbed. Here, before he could be prevented, 
Garrett drew bis revolver, and, putting it to his 
J, fired two shots in quick succession 
producing mortal wounds. The shooting caused 
almost the entire populace to run to the 
spot from where the sounds came, and under 
shed O. M. Garrett was found in death's last 
strugzie. In the crowd was the Prosecuting- At- 
torney, and to him Garrett stated that he de- 
sired to tell bis part of the assasination. Paper 
was procured, and Garrett commenced b - 
ing that Walton's wife was implicated 4 2 
killing of her husband, and went on to say that 
Aaron Frazer told him that some one wanted 
him (Frazer) to kill Watton; did not say who 
wanted him to kill Watton. “I told nim 
not to kili Walton, and bad no idea 
he would. I never hired bim or offered bim any- 
tums to kill Walton.” Garrett then went on to 
tell of the domestic trouble in the Walton fam- 
ily, working in tbe expression that Mrs. Walton 
did not have to have anything dove on his ac- 
count. [tisavotorious fact that Garrett and 
Mra. Walton haye been on very intimate terms, 
and so infatuated was she th him that two 
ears ago, when in a difficulty Garrett shot and 
ied Doc Arnoid, Mrs. Walton's brother, she 
did not break otf with dim. So excited 
were the people over the killing of 
Mr. Walton and the confession of Frazer that a 
mob was gutbering to bang Garrett when he 
shot bimself. He is a man 40 years old and of 
fine appearance, and has a wife and five chil- 
dren. Mrs. Walton is under arrest and Frazer 
is in jail. Never has there been a crime com- 
mitted in this neighborhood that bas created 
the excitement t this has. Had not 
Frazer confessed the deed be could have 
been convicted and for tbis reason: when 
Dr. Howard made au examination 
of theroomin which Walton was shot he found 
on the floora guu-wad that was made from a 
piece of paper. Frazer, when searched, bad in 
his pocket the remainder of Une same paper. and 
by comparison the two pieces fit exactly. There 
is a general clamor for Frazer's blood, but thore 
will be no violence shown. as the feeling is that
